The Constitution's News About Governor 
Boyd's Triumph 


INTHE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT, 


Proven by the Rendered Decision 


to Have Been Correct. 


FREE DELIVERY FOR WEST END. 


The House Spends the Day in Debating the 
Rules, and so Will Today 
Pass Away. 


WASHINGTON, February 1.—([{Special.]—It 
was stated in these dispatches several weeks 
ago thatthe United States supreme court had 
decided the Nebraska casein favor of Goy- 
ernor Boyd. 

The decision was rendered today, and Gov- 
ernor Boyd will immediately assume the duties 
of governor, and Mr. Thayer, who has held on 
to the governorship for several months, will 
now have to step down and out, and the demo- 
cratic governor will beat the helm. Thus a 
long and heated contest between the two par- 
ties in Nebraska has ended in favor of the 
democracy. 


All the justices except Justice Field con_ 


curred in the conclusion of the court that 
Boyd was a citizen of the United States, and 
entitled to the oftice of governor of Nebraska. 
Justices Harian, Gray and Brown concurred 
in that part of the opinion which held that 
Boyd was a citizen because, from the record in 
the case, it must be considered as established 
that Boyd’s father, having exercised all the 
rights of a citizen, had. in fact, in 1854 taken 
out his final naturalization papers. The court 
also held that there was such a thing as a col- 
lective naturalization; that the enabling act 
of Nebraska constituted a naturalization of al! 
the inhabitants of Nebraska at the time of its 
admission, except such as desired to retain 
their foreign rights, and that Boyd’s exercise 
of various oftices showed his intention to be- 
come a citizen. 
The Interstate Commissionership. 

The president stated today to a congressman 
whocalled upon himin the interest of Mr. 
Clements’s appointment as interstate com- 
merce commissioner, that he had not decided 
who he would appoint, but he hoped to make 
the appointment this week. Owing tothe 
contest between Mr. Clements and Mr. Glenn, 
and the division of the Georgia delegation in 
their recommendation, it is possible that the 
president will select a nan from another state, 
though Mr. Clements's friends are yet hopeful. 

Mr. Springer’s Coming Report. 

It is probable that the ways and means 
committee will report to the house, during the 
early part of next week, their first separate 
tariff bill. It will be Mr. Springer’s free wool 
bill. With this the tariff discussion will open 
up, and both parties will have an opportunity 
to. make campaign materia}. The. bill will 
pass the house, but what will become of it in 
the senate is a question upon which no one 
will express an opinion right now. 

The Day in the House. 

The house spent all of today in discussing 
the new code of rales. The discussion will 
continue tomorrow, and probably the next 
day. There was no heated debate today, but 
the rule to prevent filibustering, upon which 
the house caucused on Saturday night, was 
adopted. There were but few votes cast 
against it, and they were cast by the element 
which has been antagonistic to the democratic 
majority of the house. Mr. Turner, of Geor- 
gia, joined the opposition in voting against this 
rule. 

Filling the Offices. 

Colonel Morgan Rawls reached here today, 
and was sworn into the new position of clerk 
to the clerk of the house, drawn in the recent 
lottery by Colonel Lester. Mr. Rawls will 
have but little to do, and draws a salary of 
$1,600 a year. Colonel Rawls was once a 
member of congress from Georgia, and, like all 
ex-congressinen, is glad to be in Washington 
again. 

Senator Irby, of South Carolina, has ap- 
pointed Mr. N. F. Tighe, who has for years 
been one of the able. staff of The Charleston 
News and Courier, as his private secretary. 
Mr. Tighe has recently been the Columbia cor- 
respondent of The News and Courier. 

Free Delivery for West End. 

An important movement is now on foot 
which, if successful, will give West End, At- 
lanta’s enterprising suburb, free mail delivery, 
in that the regular delivery of Atlanta will be 
extended to its streets 

Congressman Livingston has the matter in 
hand, and wil! push it at the postoftice depart- 
ment. 

He has received a request from the mayor 
and council of West End asking his assistance 
in the matter, and there seems to be no doubt 
that the application will be granted. 
Augusta’s free mail delivery extends to Sum- 
merville and the Sand Hiils and over a terri- 
tory outside of the city limits not near so popu- 
lous as West End. So it is also in Macon, 
carriers going to East Macon and to Vineville, 
In all cities whose suburbs are as closely re- 
lated as West End to Atlanta, free delivery is 
invariably extended onapplication. E.W.B.

NEW ORLEANS’ GUEST. 


Ex-President Cleveland Given an Enthusi- 
astic Reception by the Citizens. 

NEw ORLEANS, February 1.—[{Special.]—Ex- 
President Cleveland arrived this morning by the 
Southern Pacific railroad. He comes from the 
magnificent plantation of Mr. Joseph Jefferson, 
situated near New Iberia. 

The ex-president has been spending two weeks 
in central Louisiana at one of the most pictur- 
esque spots in the state, in fishing and hunting, 
and, it is to be presumed, has had an enjoyable 
time, 

Mr. Cleveland and party were met at the passen- 
ger depot by Hon. Thomas Semmes, president of 
the National Bar Association, and a party of 
prominent gentiemen composed the informal re- 
ception committee. The distinguished democrat 
was driven to the handsome residence of Thomas 
Semmes, whose guest he will be during his brief 
stay in the city. 

A formal reception will be held by ex-President 
Cleveland in the mayor’s parlor at the city hall. 
Governor F. T. Nicholls and his staff, Mayor 
Shakespeare and other civic dignitaries and gen- 
tlemen prominent in social and commercial cir- 
cles will be in attendance. A levee will be held 
from 3:30 to 5:30 o’clock, during which time the 
public will be accorded an opportunity of greet- 
ing the great democratic leader. The ex-president

THE ARREST OF BOYD, 


The Constitution Gives the People of North 
Carolina the First News. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., February 1.—([Special.]— 
Charlotte was electrified this morning when THE 
CONSTITUTION arrived containing the news of the 
arrest of Boyd and giving his confession of the 
Statesville robbery. 

‘Nearly everybody in this section of the state 
had heard of Boyd’s arrest, but every one 
thought that he was in jail awaiting a trial for 
cow stealing. 

Only through THE CONSTITUTION did the people 
here learn that he was jailed because he had con- 
fessed wrecking the train. 

The demand for the paper was unprece- 
dented in the history of Charlotte journalism 
since the arrest of Nutall, the North Carolina big- 
amist, two years ago, which was so successfully 
worked by THE CONSTITUTION. 

After THE CONSTITUTION came, many things 


| connected with Boyd’s arrest, which were inex- 


plicable before, became quite open. No one 
now doubts Boyd's guilt, as there is 
much evidence against him, apart from his con- 
fession. A few days ago a gentleman from 
Virginia who wasa passenger on the ill-fated 
train, was brought to this city by the railroad 
authorities to identity Boyd as the man who 
robbed him of his gold watch on the night of the 
wreck. The sheriff had Boyd with six other 
prisoners brought out of the jail intothe corridors. 
Boyd was immediately identified = this sentle- 
man as the one who robbed him of his watch and 
money. 

Another gentleman who was also a passenger on 
the wrecked train identified Boyd as the man who 
had attempted to cut his throat in his endeavor 
to rob him of some money. 


FREDA WARD'S MURDERESS, 


Her Counsel Pleads Insanity for Her—Miss 
Johnston Pleads Not Guilty. 

Mrmpunis, Tenn., February 1.—Miss Alice 
Mitchell, the murderess of Freda Ward, and her 
friend, Miss Lillie Johnston, were arraigned be- 
fore Judge Dubois in the criminal court this 
morning. Deputy Clerk Hunter read the indict- 
ment, and the accused were called upon to plead 
toit. Miss Johnston said, “I am not guilty,” but 
Miss Mitchell was immovable; not a sound es- 
caped her. Colonel Gantt, of the counsel for the 
defense, interposed on her behalf, saying: ‘Your 
honor, we plead not guilty as to Lillie Johnston, 
and present insanity as to Alice Mitchell.”” The 
prisoners were then returned to jail. Thedefense 
will present their plea in Miss Mitchell’s case in 
due torm some time this week.

FOURTEEN MILLIONS, 


The Number of Peasants Starving in the 
Czar’s Empire. 


OVER A HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS 


Will Be Necessary to Relieve the 
People in Distress. 


THE CZAR DEEPLY GRATEFUL FOR AID 


Which the United States Has Extended 
to His Suffering Subjects m the 
Time of Need. 


WASHINGTON, February 1.—In response to 
many sympathetic inquiries and proffers of 
aid received from friends in the United 
States, the department of state has re- 
ceived from Minister Smith, at St. Peters- 
burg, an interesting report of the actual 
conditions of the stricken districts of 
Russia, prepared from the evidence of eye 
witnesses and most trustworthy sources, 07 
which the following is an epitome: 

The Territory Affected. 

The territory afflicted by the drought comprises 
thirteen provinces of European Russia, where the 
famine is general, viz.: Kazan, Nijinovgorod, 
Orenburg, Oufa, Pensa, Riazan, Samara, Saratof, 
Simbirsk, Toula, Tamboff, Viatka and Voronege. 
In five other provinces the famine prevails in part, 
viz.: Kursk, Olonetz, Orel, Perm and Tawride. One 
or two others, like Kharkov, have suffered to some 
extent. but are not includedin the official reports. 

The first thirteen provincesin the area are oue- 
third greater than all Germany. They cover an area 
equal to the states of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecti- 
cut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and Kentucky 
alltogether. The population is about equal, or 
27,000,000. The tive other provinces above named, 
if included in the comparison, would 
equal the combined area of Indiaga, 
lowa, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Illinois 
North and South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas and 
half of Ohio. The total population of these last 
five provinces is neariy double that of the eleven 
states last named. This vast section is agricul- 
tural and the richest and ordinarily the most 


fruitful soil of Russia. 

i The Destitution Existing. 

The destitution is not universal, as there are 
those whose accumulations have saved them from 
want, and there are some spots preserved from 
blight by irrigation that bore a good harvest and 
was reaped, but at the best estimate the propor- 
tion of suffering is enormous. An official 
estimate of the numbers of those without 
food or means of support who require aid 
is given as 14,000,000 persons, and this is probably 
below the number. 

For three years crops have fallen short of the 
average and the deficiency of the past season left 
the storehouses well nigh empty, and through the 
increased failure of this year it is evident, and 
Minister Smith adds positively, that unless ade- 
quate relief can be supplied, the great present 
destitution and suffering will grow worse as the 
season continues. 

The greater portion of the péasantry is not 
ary compe Peasants make no savings generally, 

jut live wholly dependent upon yearly crops, 
hence the long continued and widespread drou 
leaves them Subject to ofitside relief. The scafeity 
of provisions is not the only misery of this peo- 
ple. The,crops are the foundation of their whole 
economic structure. When tneir crops fail va- 
rious evils follow. The government loses revenue 
and the peasants lack all the necessaries of life— 
clothing, firewood, farming ae the sub- 
sistence of horses and cattle, all depend upon this 
one source, the crops. Taxes and rentals continue 
and it is as difficult to get fuel as food in some 
sections. 

Cold as Well as Hunger. 

Cold as well as hunger causes terrible sufferings. 
In some neighborhoods large numbers of persons 
huddie together in some houses most conducive 
to warmth. Barns have been torn down and the 
boards used for firewood; even thatched roofs are 
torn off and the straw made to feed the dying 
embers. Clothing is given away for bread. 
Horses and cattle are sacrificed at 
a tithe of their value. Fodder is 
as scarce as human food, and in 
some cases horse flesh has been sacrificed for 
sustenance. During the winter there is no work, 
and frequently fathers have leit their wives and 
chiidren to fight the battle of want alone, because 
they could do nothing, and their absence would 
leave fewer mouths to feed at home. The bread 
which many are eating is composed of wild orach, 
potatoes, chaff and Jeaves, and these terrible con- 
ditions inevitably produce disease. 

Within a radius of one mile there are 120 cases 
of typhus fever. Pestilence and hunger are daily 
gaining ground, andthe pestilence is decimating 
the people, Through January, February and 
March roads will be good, and all energies should 
be directed to pouring provisions into the suffer- 
ing provinces. 

The Country Frozen Up. 

The rivers are frozen. Two or three railroads 
run into the famine-stricken region, but there are 
no branches of these roads and all the provisions 
must be carried for long distances on sledges. 
The problem is how to carry enough during the 
next three months, not only for immediate use, 
but also to tide over the period until the next 
harvest shall be realized, which should be in 
July. 

* the middle of March, or the first of April, 
winter will break up, roads become heavy or diffi- 
cult. Horses now available for transportation 
will be needed for spring farming. Time is the 
most important factor in the work of relief—every 
week is vital. One hundred and eighty million 
pounds of food are necessary. Fiity carloads 
should arrive every day in these stricken prov- 
inces, but only eleven carloads per day were re- 
ceived Christmas week. 

The emergency pending has not been realized, 
unfortunately, but the specter of famine has over- 
shadowed everything, and every energy must be 
strained to mitigate the calamity. 

An Immense Kelief Fund. 

The imperial government has up tothe present 
time appropriated eighty-five million roubies 
($42,000,000) from the public treasury for the 
work of relief. But the work must go of, and the 
expenditure must amount toa much higher sum. 
The Russian emperor has personally § given 
enormously, and all classes are giving according 
to their means. 

The loss to the government in revenue will be at 
least two hundred million roubles, about a hun- 
dred million dollars or more, while a conserva- 
tive estimatejof thelossto Russia injview ofjall con- 
sequences, is placed at not less than one thonsand 
million roubles, or five hundred million dollars. 
Up to the present time there have been few con- 
tributions from abroad, but the government and 
people of Russia are deeply sensible of tie spon- 
taneous offers that have been made in various 
parts of the United States and the emperor’s min- 
isters, as well as others have manifested such to 
Minister Smith, in their expressious of apprecia- 
tion. 


SHOT TO DEATH, 


The Unsuccessful Effort of a Wife as a 
Peacemaker. 


DARLINGTON, S. C., Februpry 1.—Henry Jones 
and George Moody were in town drinking. Words 
passed as to which was the best man physically. 
Jones left town with his wife, but they were over- 
taken two miles away by Moody. Mrs. Jones tried 
to prevent afight, but Moody held her with one 
hand, while, with the other, he shot Jongg with a 
pistol, the ball entering his brain thf¥ugh the 
rijzht eye, killing him instantly. 

Escaped Prisoners Captured.

Bynum received information this evening from 
the sheriff of Taylor county informing him of the 
arrest of Bill Short and Martin Towns, two of the 
four negroes who broke jail in this city last 
Wednesday night. Short was confined for bur- 
giary and Towns for assault and battery. The 


other two have not yet been captured. The sheriff

NORTH CAROLINA POLITICS, 


There Will Be Unusual Interest in the 
Campaign This Year. 


RALEIGH, N. C., February 1.—{Special.]— 
Naturally, there is unusual interest in politics 
here, as there is a good prospect of a triangu- 
lar contest in Notth Carolina this year, 
the democrats, republicans and the third party 
participating. The ball will be opened day 
after tomorrow by the executive committee of 
the republican party. It will issue a call fora 
state convention. Your correspondent talked 
today with a committeeman, who said: 

“The convention will very prubably be held 
May Ist. We are anxiously watching for de- 
velopments, and do not propose at this con- 
vention to nominate state officers, but only to 
nominate delegates to the national convention. 
We will see what the democrats and third 
party people will do before we put out our 
state ticket. Itis my belief that the alliance 
will capture the state convention. If it does 
not, the democrats will capture the alliance. 
In either event there will be some kicking, 
but not so much as some of our party believe.”’ 


STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 


Colonel Rhett, of Columbia, §&,. 
Die. 


CoLuMBIA, 8. C.,February 1.—[Special.}—Colonel 
John T. Rhett, ex-mayor of Columbia, was 
stricken with paralysis yesterday shortly after he 
had transacted some business inthe city clerk’s 
office. The clerk walked out in the corridor and 
found him lying there in a helpless condition. 
When he was able to speak his first words were, 
‘Doctor, my career is ended.”’ This unfortunate 
occurrence removed the chief factor in the com- 
ing race for the mayoralty, as it is highly proba- 
bie that etherwise Colonel Rhett would have 
again been elected to the office he held tor three 
terms. His physicians confirm what Colonel 
Rhett says about himself and state there have 
been indications of a softening of his brain for the 
last year and it is feared that he will never re- 
cover. Colonel Rhett isa representative of one 
of the most distinguished South Carolina fami- 
lies, and is a gentleman of scholarly attainments. 


FROM DARKEST AFRICA, 


A Disgusted Emigrant Keturns and Tells a 
Terrible Story of His Fatherland. 

Here is another picture of Africa. 

The author is not as smooth an artist as Rey. 
Gaston, but his procuction is of much more hon- 
est material. 

“Africa as ItIs, or Facts About Africa,” was 
the subject of a lecture delivered in a hall on Ma- 
rietta street, opposite Sharp Bro.’s drug store 
last night to a small audience of negroes 
The lecturer was W. H. Mehaffey, a 
tall, black Georgia negro, who has 
just returned after a five-months’ stayin Africa, 

lis story is anything but encouraging to the 
several hundred Atianta negroe 8 who are expect - 
ing to sail for that country in a short time. 

“These negroes will never go,”’ he said, “and if 
they do, they will curse the day they started. Gas- 
ton will do just what Davisand all the rest of 
these emicrants’ agents have done. Just 
as soon as he bleeds these negroes 
for all he can get outof them he will disappear 
All this talx. abou, 
vonapht oe 3s gy to Liberia for $30 a head is bosh; 
he can’t do it, and he knows it. He can’t take 
them to Africa for less than $90 to $100 each. 

“T left New York in charge of an emigration 
colonization society, in company with fifty-three 
other negroes from Georgia, Florida and Missis- 
sippi. What of that number did not die with that 
terrible African fever haveall returned but thirteen 
and two of them are on the way, and if God will 
forgive me for being a fool once, I will never leave 
Atlanta again, The money to bring back the two 
that are on the way now was raised by subscrip- 
tion in Atlanta and senttothem. We were taken 
care of by the society, and fed for six months, ac- 
cording to the contract, but not a dozen of the 
fifty-four will stay till the expiration of the time. 

“That African fever is terrible; the 
touch of a person afflicted with it is 
hotter than ordinary flesh can bear. 
There are no horses, cows, or any other burden- 
bearing beasts, and if you travel tar you have to 
be borne by the natives. The natives live on roots, 
not one-half as good as our potatoes. Imported 
pickled meat, which is all they have, is worth 25 
to 30 cents a pound; ham, 49 to 60 cents a pound;

CORNELL DEAD. 
The Report Brought to Atlanta of His Death 


in Tennessee. 


William Cornell, the man who was shot by Jim 
Rush, at the latter’s home some time ago, is dead. 

A glassbiower from Tallapoosa, an old and inti- 
mate friend of Cornell, came to Atlanta day be- 
fore yesterday to inform Rush and Gallamore, 
who was with him on that night in November, of 
the fact. 

His name is Rusalo, and the news of Cornell’s 
death reached him late Saturday afternoon, justa 
day after the man died. 

Four weeks ago Cornell went to the farm of his 
mother, several miles from Knoxville, Tenn. He 
was then able to travel for the first time since his 
injuries, and he hoped to regain his health in the 
mountainous regions there. 

Cornell had been shot twice. A ball had passed 
through one of his lungs, lodging in his back. 

It was this wound that gave him the most trouble, 
and after his arrival in Tennessee it began to 
bother him a great deal. 

About two weeks ago Cornell began to grow 
much worse from the eifects of it, apd since then 
sank rapidly until his death on last Friday. 

The shooting occurred in last November at 
Rush's home. As usual, there was a woman inthe 
case, and in this instance it was Rush's wife. 

Jim Rush, the man who shot William Cornell, is 
a freefman again. 

Several days ago the grand jury failed to finda 
true bill against him for the shooting, and yester- 
day another case in which he was concerned was 
settled. 

It was thatof robbery. About a month ago ‘he 
was bound over, charged with assuming to be an 
officer, and under this pretense taking a dollar 
from a negro’s pocket and appropriating it to his 
Own use, 

A warrant was sworn out against him, but the 
case has been dismissed to the satiafaction of all 
parties corcerned.

THE WILL SET ASIDE. 


A Remarkable Story Reported from 
McDoffie. 


AN ANGRY FATHER MAKES HIS WILL, 


Cutting Off His Only Child from 
an Estate of $75,000. 


SHE CARRIES IT INTO COURT, 


And the Decision Is Rendered That the 
Will Is Not Good, and Must Be 
Set Aside. 


THOMSON, Ga., February 1.—[Special.]—The 
setting aside of the will of Judge W. H. Mur- 
ray, late of this county, by thecourt of ordinary 
today, creates a great deal of talk here, and 
will carry interest throughout this entire region 
of the state. 

The will involves more than seventy-five 
thousand dollars, and has been talked about 
more than any one theme in this part of Geor- 
gia for the past few months, having caused a 
sensation of considerable size when it was first 
opened. 

Angry with His Son-in-Law. 

Judge Murray for several weeks before his 
death manifested a great dislike for Mr. W. 
C. Gibson, his son-in-law, the husband of his 
only living child. 

Mr. Gibson, who formerly lived in Augusta, 
gave up his business there and moved to Mc- 
Duffie after marrying Miss Murray and took 
charge of the farms belonging to Judge Mur- 
ray. He lived with Judge Murray, who gave 
up all his business affairs to his control. In 
fact, this is said to have been the agreement 
between Judge Murray and Mr. Gibson before 
he gave his consent to the marriage of his 
daughter. 

Judge Murray’s wife died several years ago, 
and his daughter was the only member of his 
family left in his home. 

An Unaccountable Animosity. 

Things went on smoothly enough for a year 
ortwo, until several months before Judge 
Murray’s death, when his unaccountable ani- 
mosity to his son-in-law and daughter began. 
He manifested his displeasure at their living 
with him, so that they moved back to Augusta, 
Judge Murray’s health began to fail rapidly. 

His daughter could stay away from him no 
longer, and, against his will, it is told, came 
back from her husband and announced her in- 
tention to live with him and attend him in his 
feeble health, as he was all! alone. 

A Peculiar Will. 

Meantime, he had drawn up a most peculiar 
will. Itissaid here thathe went to Colonel Tom 
Watson, of this place, and asked him to draw 
the will in which he disinherited his daughter, 
only allowing her a pitiful allowance annually 
so long as she lived. It is also told that 
Colonel Watson refused to draw any such 
will, taking from Judge Murray’s only child 


her rightful legacy... ‘ 


The will was drawn by Judge H. C. Roney, 
of Augusta, who with Mr. Rem Kemsen); and 
Mr. J. 8S. Boyd were nominated as executors 
in the will. In the case of today, the execu- 
tors were represented by J. C. C. Black, Boy- 
kin Wright and J. T. West. Mrs. Gibson was 
represented by P. B. Johnson, and William H. 
Fleming. 

The Will Upset. 

It is said that on the day of his death Judge 
Murray remarked: 

‘Well, if Iam well enough today, I think I 
shall go out to Thomson and have my will 
changed, and give back to my daughter what 
belongs to her when I am dead.”’ 

But it was too late. He was taken sud- 
denly sick that day, and died. Such is the 
story that is told by those who ought to 
know. 

The setting aside of the will is approved by 
public sentiment, it seems.

Abouta hun- 
dred and fifty widows came to the treasury dur- 
ing the day. ‘Tne work of paying thein off will 
continue until the 4,000 are paid. 

The Direct Tax. 

There were about ten thousand dollars out of 
the $83,000 of direct tax money paid out yester- 
day, which was the first day for payments to 
begin. 

Only three counties 
in the claims, however, 
Richmond, Bibb and Chatham.

The New York Convention. 

Among the newspapers engaged in push- 
ing the claims of Mr. Cleveland there are a 
few which clearly perceive that the move- 
ment on the part of a few slipshod democrats 
and mugwumps to call a convention in May 
for the purpose of antagonizing the demo- 
cratic party will have a tendency to destroy 
whatever chances the ex-president may have 
had for the nomination. The Springfield 
Republican says it is ‘ta surrender to Hil! in 
advance,’’ and other papers say that it is a 
fatal confession of weakness. It is certainly 
a prodigious blunder. If Mr. Cleveland has 
any following at all among the democrats of 
New York, the plain duty of his friends 
would be to make an effort to secure control 
of the convention called by the democratic or- 
ganization, If he has no following it is a fool- 
ish piece of business for his friends to employ 
his name in attacking the democratic party 
by inaugurating an independent and a disor- 
ganizing movement. Mr. Cleveland is not 
responsible for this attack on the demo- 
cratic organization; we do not believe he 
sympathizes with it, but he can put an end 
to it by promptly repudiating it. 

The talk about ‘‘snap-judgment’’ and a 
mid-winter convention is foolish and absurd. 
It deceives nobody. Those who take any 
interest in political matters know that a 
February convention is as fair for the friends 
of one candidate as itis for the friends of 
another. In other words, if the democrats 
of New York are in favor of the nomination 
of Mr. Cleveland they can control a conven- 
tion held on the 22d of February as easily 
as they could control one held in May or 
June. We know of no peculiarity in the 
temperament of the Cleveland men which 
operates to make them more susceptible to 
‘‘mid-winter’’ influences than the Hill men. 
The so-called *‘snap-judgment’’ will snap as 
loudly against one democrat as against 
another, no matter whether he is for Hill or 
Cleveland. Nevertheless, we are gravely in- 
formed by the slipshod democrats who have 
inaugurated this foolish and futile attack on 
the democratic organization that the Cleve- 
Jand democrats will succumb tothe ‘‘mid- 
winter’ weather, whereas the Hill democrats 
will be in their element. The sag in the in- 
tellectual apparatus of the mugwumps never 
showed more clearly than in the reasons 
which they put forth for their absurd effort 
to antagonize the democratic party in its 
most sensitive quarter. 

Here is aso-called ‘‘reyolt’’ undertaken 
without reason and without knowledge—an 
announcement on the part of the professed 
friends of Mr. Cleveland that they will make 
no contest, but will proceed to antagonize 
the party organization, which was never 
more necessary than now. They will make 
no campaign whatever; they will not under- 
take to show that a majority, or even a re- 
spectable minority, of the democrats of New 
York are in favor of Mr. Cleveland, 
Whether they are moved by malice or idiocy, 
the result is the same; they propose to delib- 
erately sacrifice the ex-president and his in- 
terests to an uncontrollable desire to attack 
the organization of the party—a desire that 
grows out of a mean and petty spite against 
Senator Hill. If Mr. Cleveland, by his si- 
lence, permits himself to be sacrificed by this 
unpatriotic and insignificant faction, well

As the 
pivotal state, the attitude of its democratic 
voters toward the leading candidates is of 
supreme importance to the party at larze. 
New York is claimed with confidence by 
both the Cleveland and the Hill men in that 
state, and, with these counter claims as a 
basis, there has arisen irritating controver- 
sies in all the states which can only be set- 
tled by the decisive action of the democrats 
of New York. Early action by that state is, 
therefore, not only desirable but absolutely 
essential to a clear understanding of the sit- 
uation by the party at large.

He had nearly 
all his life an indefatigable mind in a body 
ofiron. From first to last he missed fewer 
services on account of illness than any other 
preacher in England. 

This man’s words reached not only the 
common people of many lands, but their 
rulers also, The masses clamored for his 
sermons, and statesmen and kings read his 
eloquent pages. There was not a Protestant 
divine in the world whose hold upon the 


| public mind, from the lowest classes up to 


royalty itself, was in any way comparable to 
Spurgeon’s. 

The Protestant ministry never had abler 
and more numerous exponents of their faith 
than at the present time, and yet if there is 
one man among them as richly and power- 
fully gifted in spirituality, magnetism, elo- 
quence and brain and brawn as their leader 
who died at Mentone, the other day, his 
naine has not yet been heard in the English- 
speaking world!

“Surely that man is J. H. Nutall,” thought 
the man, gazing after the figure of the minister, 
“there can be no doubt of it—that’s Nutall, the 
Charlotte printer.”

Frank Moorehead, a Workman on the 
Equitable Building, 


FALLS A HUNDRED AND FIFTY FEET. 


He Missed His Footing at the Top and 
Was Plunged Headlong Through Bight 
Stories, Being Instantly Killed. 


Frank Moorehead, a workman on the Equit- 
able, met with a horrible death yesterday 
morning. 

He fell from the top of the building, a dis- 
tance of more than @ne hundred and. fifty feet, 

Moorehead had been employed there since 
last September. Several days ago the eighth 
story—the top one—was completed, and yes- 
terday morning the iron bars above the inner 
court were begun upon. 

It was to do this work that the negro as- 
cended tothe top about 1lo’cloclt. He was 
there a short while, when he started to change 
his position. 

He missed hig footing and instantly was 
plunged into space. 

The negro, on falling, gave a horrible 
scream. He turned over twice, orice at the 
top, and again just after he passed the fifth 
floor, where he uttered another piercing 
cry. 

The workmen inthe building were startled 
when they heard the cries, and immediately 
rushed to ascertain the cause. They were 
horrified to see the body of a man hurled face 
downward, and in a@ moment heard a dull 
thud. 

Moorehead had struck the bottom of* the 
court—the stone flagging beneath—with terrific 
force. He fell on his hands and knees, his 
face quickly striking the rock. 

Another employe, J. P. Smith, was an eye- 
witness of the terrible accident, and he, with 
others, instantly ran to where the 
negro fell. He was dead when they 
reached him, his neck, nose, both arms, several 
ribs and a Jeg being broken. 

Medical aid was suinmoned and the city am- 
bulance was sent for, butit was useless. He 
was bevond all assistance, and his body was 
carried to Howard's to be prepared for burial. 

An inquest was held there yesterday after- 
noon by Coroner Davis, and the verdict was 
that the nevro’s death was accidental. No 
blame was attached to the company. 

Moorehead lived on Nelson street with his 
wife and twochildren. He was twenty-four 
years of age, and a good, steady workman. 
He was engaged by the contractor nearly six 
months ago and did general work about the 
building. 

It was the first serious accident that has 
happened at the Equitable to any of the em- 
ployes.

THE NEW YORE MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, February 1.—The stock market today 
was active only in spots, and those shares were the 
ones upon which the bears concentrated their efforts, 
Atchison, Louisville, St. Paul, Rock Jsiand, Burlington 
and Distillers being the most conspicuous during the 
entire day. The rest of the market tell awav slightly 
in sympathy with the leaders, but fluctuations as a 
rule were insignificant and for a greater portion of the 
time there was scercely any perceptible tendency of 

rices in either direction. There was the usual propor- 

ion of good purchases of both bonds and stdcks, but 
the buying was limited, and at no time was it snfficien 
to make headway against the pressure of the bearish 
element. Atchison was the most promivent feature 
among the railroad list, and dealings were especially 
large, the stock being under the hammer throughout 
tne session, so that it closed within a slight fraction of 
its lowest figure. Rumors were used that the company 
contemplated an extension to New Orleans, and, with 
a denial of this,a report of deiault in interest on Col- 
prado Midland, but that was found to be only of fifteen 
minutes’ duration. The selling uncovered a few stop 
orders in some of the weaker stocks, but nothing ot 
importance came of it. Distillers was sold freely all 
day long, the supply of stock couiing sxpparently from 
Chicago, and again the stock suffered the heaviest loss 
of any on the list. The selling of Louisville and Nash- 
ville was encouraged by the poor showing of the road 
for December, and the comparatively high price at 
which it opened alone prevented the material decline 
of the day. On the other hand, Manhattan was again 
strong and rose 2 per cent, while Consolidated Gas, 
after opening up 4 per cent, reiired over 1 per cent. 
The very encouraging stetement of Burlington, how- 
ever, met with a better reception than that of Louis- 
ville and Nashville, and the stock retired 1 per cent 
after it was made public. The general list opened 
generally lower and. displayed a drooping tendency 
throughout the greater portion of the day, though 
when the pressure was abated prices rallied, especially 
during the afternoon. Selling was resumed with 
vigor in the last few minutes, probably with a wiew to 
the London market tomorrow morning, and the marke 
closed with considerable activity and weak, at about 
the lowest prices of the dav. The final changes of note 
comprised losses of 2', in Distillers, Sugar 1's, Atchi- 
son and New England each 1',, and Union Pacific, 
Kock Island and Burlington each 1 per cent.

NEW YORK, February 1.—The total of Saturday's 
port receipts was 58,624 bales against 18,000 on the 
same day the week previous, and 34,000 a year ago. 
he figures are so surprisingly big that the market 
could hardly have failed to decline upon them. They 
were not Known until late on Saturday and their first 
apparent effect was upon Liverpool where futures 
this morning were 2-64d to 3-644 lower, closing barely 
steady at the decline. The depreciation, it is sup- 
posed, would have been greater but for the publication 
of Mr. Eliison’s monthly circular, which we have re- 
ceived by cable and give below an abstract. In our 
merket by 1 o’clock prices were twelve to thirteen 
pointes below last evening, the pressure to sell having

sume that as bad weather caused the falling off last 
week, 80 improved weather conditions have resulted 
in the increase this weck. Considering the movement 
for the two weeks togetheras a whole, we cet per- 
haps a reasonable ratio of diminution in receipts, and 
one that may reasonably be expected to continue dur 
ing the balance of the season. Such a falling off 
would point to acrop of not over 8,250,919, but con- 
Jecture aa to the size ofthe crop at present seems fu- 
tile, and the market will continue to be swayed by the 
daily receipts, until the surplus shall find a resting 
place in the hands of investors content to believe it 
cheap, and to act upon such betief. The following is 
an abstract of Ellison's circular received by cable 
today: Estimated consumption in Great Britain per 
week, 82,900, against 84,000 last year.

Privilege at Cheaper Rates. 

MACON, Ga., February 1.—{Special.}—The joint 
freicrht tariff issued by the East Tennessec, the 
Richmond and Danville, operating the Central 
faillroad, andthe Western and Atlantic, has been 
received in Macon. This new rate is of great 
benefit to grain dealers, as it makes a very 
marked reduction in treight. A noticeable 
feature in the schedule is that the rates in Georgia 
are governed by both the association classification 
and that of t e Georgia railroad commission, giv- 


_ ing the shipper the advantage of the latter, when 


they are lower than the former, and of the furmer 
when lower than the latter. The present rate 
to Macon on class D freight from the west 
6’ 2 cents per huadred, and _ to 
dibany, Americus, Thomasville and_ special 
— 27 cents. Under the present taritl ifa 
con dealer in produce sells a car of corn in 
Americus or Albany he is coinpelied to pay the 
lrate from Macon, which is 11 cénts per hup- 
- The new tariff wipes out the local rate and 
gives the merchant the privilege of rebilling the 
corn on its arrival in Macon by pay- 
ing the difference to the point, which is only 2 
tents per hundred. In other words, a Macon 
dealer can compete with any local dealer in the 
special points around Macon and obtain the same 
fates to the points as a local dealer can. For in- 
stance, the rate to Macon from the west is 25 cents 
and to Albany 27 cents. By paying the difference, 
<cents, the cars can be rebilled. The new rate 
will take effect February 4th. In class C there is 
&@ marked reduction which will tend to 
blightly reduce the prices on hay, grain, ete.
